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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-60 has been cancelled and claims 61-93 has been added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for 
patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for 
purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the 
international application designated the United States and was published under Article 
21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 61-93, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Rolling et al 
(Hereinafter Rolling U.S Patent 5, 963, 925 

As per claim 61, Rolling discloses a method, comprising: 
receiving billing information associated with a bill (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 
lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67) 

transmitting a presentation, wherein the presentation includes a payment indicator and a pre- 
populated payment request, wherein the pre-populated payment request includes at least one of a 
pre-populated payment date derived from a due date of the bill, a pre-populated identification of 
a biller, and a pre-populated payment amount derived from an amount of the bill(see column 29 
lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67) 
receiving a selection of the payment indicator; and 

responsive to receiving the selection of the payment indicator, directing payment of the bill on 
behalf of a payor (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57- 
67 and column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 62, Rolling discloses further comprising: 
receiving an indication of the biller and wherein transmitting a presentation is responsive to 
receiving the indication of the biller, and wherein the pre-populated payment request includes a 
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pre-populated identification of the biller (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 
and column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 63, Rolling discloses wherein receiving an indication of the biller includes 
receiving a selection of the biller from a list of billers. 

As per claim 64, Rolling discloses wherein the list of billers is a list of names of electronic 
billets, (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and 
column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 65, Rolling discloses wherein the pre-populated payment request is in a check 
format, (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and 
column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 66, Rolling discloses wherein the pre-populated payment request includes a 
pre-populated payment date, and the pre-populated payment date is in a check date location, (see 
column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 
1-67). 

As per claim 67, Rolling discloses wherein the pre-populated payment request includes a 
pre-populated identification of a biller, and the a pre-populated identification of a biller is in a 
check payee location (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 
57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 68, Rolling discloses wherein the pre-populated payment request includes a 
pre-populated payment amount, and the pre-populated payment amount is in a check amount 
location (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and 
column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 69, Rolling discloses wherein the presentation is a first presentation and the 
payment indicator is a first payment indicator, and further comprising: 
transmitting a second presentation(see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and 
column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67) wherein the second presentation includes at 
least a portion of the billing information and an associated second payment indicator; and 
receiving a selection of the second payment indicator, wherein the first presentation is 
transmitted responsive to receiving the selection of the second payment indicator, (see column 29 
lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67). 
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As per claim 70, Rolling discloses wherein the pre-populated payment request includes a 
pre-populated payment date, and the pre-populated payment date pre-dates the due date of the 
bill by at least an amount of lead time associated with a remittance method associated with the 
payment (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and 
column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 71, Rolling discloses wherein the remittance method is one of a hardcopy 
check or an electronic funds transfer (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and 
column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 72, Rolling discloses wherein the pre-populated payment request includes a 
pre-populated payment amount, wherein the pre-populated payment amount is the total bill 
amount (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and 
column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 73, Rolling iscloses wherein the pre-populated payment request includes a 
pre-populated payment date, wherein receiving a selection of the payment indicator includes 
receiving a modified payment date with the selection of the payment indicator and wherein 
directing payment of the bill on behalf of a payor includes directing the payment of the bill in 
accordance with the modified payment date (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 
and column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 74, Rolling discloses wherein the pre-populated payment request includes a 
pre-populated payment amount, wherein receiving a selection of the payment indicator includes 
receiving a modified payment amount with the selection of the payment indicator(see column 29 
lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67) and 
wherein directing payment of the bill on behalf of a payor includes directing the payment of the 
bill in accordance with the modified payment amount (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 
lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 75, Rolling discloses wherein receiving a selection of the payment indicator 
includes receiving an indication that the payment should be paid more than once and receiving 
an indication of payment frequency(see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and 
column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67) 

and wherein directing payment of the bill on behalf of a payor includes directing the payment of 
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the bill in accordance with the indication that the payment should be paid more than once and the 
indication of payment frequency (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and 
column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 76, Rolling discloses wherein the payment frequency is one of weekly, 
biweekly, monthly, quarterly, train annually semiannually, or yearly. 

As per claim 77, Rolling discloses a system, comprising: 
a storage device, wherein the storage device includes software instructions; 
a communications interface(see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 
lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67) and 

a processor, in communication with the storage device and communication interface, 
wherein the processor is configured to execute the software instruction for: receiving billing 
information associated with a bill, transmitting the presentation(see column 29 lines 62-67 and 
column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67) wherein the 
presentation includes a payment indicator and a pre-populated payment request, wherein the pre- 
populated payment request includes at least one of a pre-populated payment date derived from a 
due date of the bill, a pre-populated identification of a biller, and a pre-populated payment 
amount derived from an amount of the bill, receiving, via the communications interface, a 
selection of the payment indicator, and responsive to receiving the selection of the payment 
indicator, directing payment of the bill on behalf of a payor (see column 29 lines 62-67 and 
column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 78, Rolling discloses wherein the processor is configured to execute additional 
software instructions for: 

receiving an indication of the biller(see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and 
column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67) and wherein the software instructions for 
transmitting a presentation are responsive to receiving the indication of the bilter, and wherein 
the pre-populated payment request includes a pre-populated identification of the biller (see 
column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 
1-67). 

As per claim 79, Rolling discloses wherein the software instructions for receiving an 
indication of the biller include receiving a selection of the billet from a list of billers (see column 
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29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 80, Rolling discloses wherein the list of billers is a list of names of electronic 
billers (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and 
column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 8 1 , Rolling discloses wherein the pre-populated payment request is in a check 
format, (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and 
column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 82, Rolling discloses wherein the pre-populated payment request includes a 
pre-populated payment date, and the pre-populated payment date is in a check date location, (see 
column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 
1-67). 

As per claim 83, Rolling discloses wherein the pre-populated payment request includes a 
pre-populated identification ofa biller, and the a pre-populated identification of a biller is in a 
check payee location (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 
57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 84, Rolling discloses wherein the pre-populated payment request includes a 
pre-populated payment amount, and the pre-populated payment amount is in a check amount 
location (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and 
column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 85, Rolling discloses wherein the presentation is a first presentation and the 
payment indicator is a first payment indicator, and wherein the processor is configured to 
execute additional software instructions for: 

transmitting a second presentation(see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and 
column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67) wherein the second presentation includes at 
least a portion of the billing information and an associated second payment indicator; and 
receiving a selection of the second payment indicator, wherein the first presentation is 
transmitted responsive to receiving the selection of the second payment indicator (see column 29 
lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 86 Rolling discloses wherein the pre-populated payment request includes a 
pre-populated payment date, and the pre-populated payment date pre-dates the due date of the 
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bill by at least an amount of lead time associated with a remittance method associated with the 
payment (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and 
column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 87, Rolling discloses wherein the remittance method is one of a hardcopy 
check or an electronic funds transfer (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and 
column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 88, Rolling discloses wherein the pre-populated payment request includes a 
pre-populated payment amount, wherein the pre-populated payment amount is the total bill 
amount, (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and 
column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 89, Rolling discloses wherein the pre-populated payment request includes a 
pre-populated payment date(see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 
lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67) 

wherein the software instructions for receiving a selection of the payment indicator include 
receiving a modified payment date with the selection of the payment indicator; and wherein the 
software instructions for directing payment of the bill on behalf of a payor include directing the 
payment of the bill in accordance with the modified payment date (see column 29 lines 62-67 
and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 90, Rolling discloses wherein the pre-populated payment request includes a 
pre-populated payment amount, wherein the software instructions for receiving a selection of the 
payment indicator include receiving a modified payment amount with the selection of the 
payment indicator; and 

wherein the software instructions for directing payment of the bill on behalf of a payor include 
directing the payment of the bill in accordance with the modified payment amount, (see column 
29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 91, Rolling discloses wherein the software instructions for receiving a 
selection of the payment indicator include receiving an indication that the payment should be 
paid more than once and receiving an indication of payment frequency(see column 29 lines 62- 
67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67) and wherein 
the software instructions for directing payment of the bill on behalf of a payor include directing 
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the payment of the bill in accordance with the indication that the payment should be paid more 
than once and the indication of payment frequency, (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 
lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 92, Rolling discloses wherein the payment frequency is one of weekly, 
biweekly, monthly, quarterly, train annually, semiannually, or yearly, (see column 29 lines 62-67 
and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67). 

As per claim 93, Rolling discloses a system, comprising: 
means for receiving billing information associated with a bill; 
means for transmitting a presentation, wherein the presentation includes a payment 
indicator and a pre -populated payment request, wherein the pre-populated payment request 
includes at least one of a pre-populated payment date derived from a due date of the bill, a pre- 
populated identification of a biller, and a pre-populated payment amount derived from an amount 
of the bill (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 lines 57-67 and 
column 32 lines 1-67) 

means for receiving a selection of the payment indicator; and 

responsive to receiving the selection of the payment indicator, means for directing payment of 
the bill on behalf of a payor (see column 29 lines 62-67 and column 30 lines 1-18 and column 31 
lines 57-67 and column 32 lines 1-67). 

CONCLUSION
